for what little communication has been kept up. 
We say “public spirited enterprise” because 
we are fully aware that Express conneetion with 
the interior has, daring this winter, been main- 
tained-at considerable pecuniary loss, Bat are 
the political, social and commercial juterests of 
British Columbia to be left any longér dependent 
upon the guasi-beneyolent exertions! of two or 
three geutlemen ? Is connection with the great 
interior to be reduced to the uncertain tenore of 
@ canve or the back of a native, for several months 
every year? We think the Government will de 
cide that it is not—that the great road system 
which has already cost so much, and of which 
the colony may justly feel proud, although we 
have undoubtedly paid dearly for it, in order to 
be complete, must have its terminas here. The 
growing interests of the interior demand it. We 
iImight, did space permit, show the vatious inter- 
‘ests which are at stake, agricultural, commercial | 
and telegraphic ; but these points are so well 
known to the public already, and must be so 
impressed upon the minds of our legislators, that 
to enter into details would be little better than a 
waste of time.
